In the following pages a very interesting and helpful list of books ts 
published for those who are interested in reading of the history of the legal 
profession, its background and of some of the great characters of its past. 


The list has been most carefully worked out by Mr. Stanley T. Wall- 
bank of Denver, member of the Executive Committee of the Conference, and 
in making his selection he has consulted with many of the nation’s leading 
authorities, in the law school world, among the law librarians and in the 
field of practice. Although originally designed to offer some suggestions to 
law students who might be inclined to do some reading about their future pro- 
fession outside of the regular classroom work, as it has been finally prepared the 


list ts of great interest to law teachers and to practicing lawyers. 
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Report of the Secretary to The National 
Conference of Bar Examiners 


Five years ago a small group of bar examiners meeting in Chicago 
after the session of the Section of Lega] Education, at the time of the 
American Bar Association convention, passed a resolution requesting the 
chairman of that section to appoint a committee to call together a repre- 
sentative group of bar examiners for the purpose of forming a national 
association. 


The five years which have elapsed since that time have seen the build- 
ing of our Conference of Bar Examiners into a strong association, nation- 
ally recognized and performing a useful function in the field of admissions 
to the bar. On this, it wooden anniversary, the Conference faces a serious 
problem as to how it shall support itself in the future with only a thousand 
dollars remaining in the Carnegie appropriation for its purpose and with 
an insufficient income from other sources to meet current expenses. 


During the past year, major attention has been given to the develop- 
ment of the service which the Conference has undertaken in the examina- 
tion of the character and past record of immigrant attorneys seeking ad- 
mission to the bar by virtue of their previous practice in other states. 
This has been done for a standard fee of $25.00 an applicant. California 
was the first state to adopt this service, about a year ago, and it is par- 
ticularly fitting that due acknowledgment should be made to the Com- 
mittee of that state when we are meeting within its hospitable boundaries. 
Delaware, Washington, Nevada, Texas, Oklahoma, Minnesota and Mis- 
souri have followed suit, so that at the present time there are eight states 
lending support to the Conference in this way. To date a total of seventy- 
two investigations have been made. The examiners in states which have 
not yet adopted this procedure are urged to inform themselves concerning 
it and take the matter up in their own states. Unless the income from this 
source is at least doubled during the coming year, it will be impossible to 
continue to publish The Bar Examiner and render the other services which 
have made the organization of value to the individual examiner and to 
the law teacher. 


Two methods have been adopted by states which are using our staff 
for character investigations. One of these is to increase the fees for ad- 
mission of foreign attorneys, part of which is paid to us. The other is to 
require each applicant to pay the Conference himself for making the 
investigation and furnishing the report direct to the proper authorities 
in the state. This latter method is especially useful in cases where the 
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fees are prescribed by statute or where there may be some doubt of the 
advisability or practicability of a direct payment by the board. At the 
present time the fees for foreign attorneys in the states which are using 
the Conference facilities for investigation are as follows: California, $100; 
Delaware, $25; Washington, $50; Nevada, $65; Texas, $40; Oklahoma, 
$10; Minnesota, $100; Missouri, $100. In addition to the prescribed fees 
in Oklahoma, Texas and Missouri, the applicant pays $25 direct to the 
Conference for the character investigation. 


During the past year continued progress has been made in increasing 
the standards for admission to the bar. Since our last meeting the two 
states of Nevada and Vermont have adopted the two year college require- 
ment, and in at least four other states the matter of increased require- 
ments has had legislative consideration. Only recently Texas abolished 
the diploma privilege, and Ohio outlawed office study and prescribed a 
rule of graduation from a law school approved either by the Ohio League 
of Law Schools or by the American Bar Association. The Conference has 
had a distinct though perhaps an intangible influence in bringing about 
these changes, through its publication of the facts concerning admission 
to the bar and through the articles which have appeared in The Bar Ex- 
aminer. During the year, articles which we have published by Dean 
Green of the Northwestern University Law Schoo] and Dean Shepherd of 
the University of Washington Law School, concerning the need for a 
broader view of bar admissions and the desirability of lodging a much 
greater amount of discretion in the bar examining authorities, have 
evoked considerable comment. It is evident that further thought and 
consideration should be given to their ideas. 


Further important progress is being made on the subject of proba- 
tionary admission. New Mexico, the only state which has thus far defin- 
itely adopted such a rule, is now beginning to accumulate sufficient ex- 
perience to give some valuable information on its practicability. During 
the past spring the New York Joint Conference on Legal Education has 
recommended a five-year period of probation which, if approved by the 
majority of the member associations in New York, will be recommended 
to the Court of Appeals. Serious consideration is being given by many 
bar association committees on legal education to this subject and it con- 
stitutes one of the present important problems in the field of bar ad- 
mission. 


The practice has been continued of sending out examination questions 
which have been received from the various boards, and during the past 
year questions from the following states have been distributed: Cali- 
fornia (2), Connecticut (2), Maine (2), Missouri (2), New Mexico, Okla- 
homa (3), Oregon (2), Pennsylvania, Virginia (2). Secretaries of ex- 
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amining boards are requested to send, whenever this is possible, fifty copies 
of each examination to the headquarters of the National Conference for 
distribution. 


Conferences between bar examiners, law school representatives and 
members of the supreme court have been held in some states, as our organ- 
ization has recommended, and it is generally reported that these meetings 
have been productive of better understanding and other worth while re- 
sults. The Committee of the State Bar of California on Cooperation Be- 
tween the Law Schools and the State Bar is a notable example of such 
work. 


While only occasional use has been made of the state board repre- 
sentatives from the various states, these constitute a valuable contact be- 
tween the individual boards and the national organization, and it is urged 
that each board continue to designate annually such a representative. 


It was decided a year ago to publish a comprehensive list of books for 
collateral reading for law school students. This work was undertaken by 
Mr. Stanley T. Wallbank of the Colorado Board, a member of our Execu- 
tive Committee, and is being published in The Bar Examiner. The work 
has been most carefully done after consultation with the country’s leading 
authorities on legal training, and with many leaders of the bar who have 
been identified with legal education. The Conference owes a debt of grat- 
itude to Mr. Wallbank for this excellent compilation, which is sure to be 
of interest and value to every bar examiner as well as to every law school 
teacher and law student. The practicing lawyer also will find on this 
list many books suitable for his library. 


The Secretary of the National Conference took up the work of direct- 
ing the National Bar Program of the American Bar Association in No- 
vember of last year and transferred his headquarters to Chicago in order 
to carry on that project. The office of the Conference was, however, re- 
tained temporarily in Denver. From August first of this year the office 
of the Conference and also that of the Adviser of Legal Education will be 
moved to the American Bar Association’s headquarters at 1140 North 
Dearborn Street, Chicago. 


While the issues of The Bar Examiner have been held strictly to a 
limit of sixteen pages for financial reasons, it has continued to serve well 
as a medium of current thought on problems of bar admission and legal 
education. The editor will be glad to receive any contributions for publi- 
cation.

Some Readings Recommended for Law Students by The National 
Conference of Bar Examiners 


FOREWORD 


Bar examiners in the several states have long recognized in a con- 
siderable percentage of applicants for bar admission an inadequate back- 
ground and foundation in the philosophy, history and literature of the law. 


The reasons for such shortcomings are numerous, but one reason is 
thought to be the lack of suitable reading by some law students along 
fundamental lines. 


Accordingly The National Conference of Bar Examiners, organized 
at the meeting of the American Bar Association in Atlantic City in 1931 
at the instance of the Section of Legal Education and Admissions to the 
Bar of the American Bar Association, has undertaken to promulgate a 
suggested list of extra-curricular readings to aid in the building of a 
suitable background for the students now numbering over 40,000 in our 
American law schools. These suggested readings are herewith presented. 


Asterisks preceding titles indicate that such titles are recommended 
for those whose time and plans are of necessity of limited scope. 


The key to the full names and business addresses of the several pub- 
lishers will be found at the close of the list.

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Ohio Court Prescribes New Rules 


Following a hearing at which the Ohio State Bar Association, the 
Legal Education Committee, the League of Ohio Law Schools and local bar 
associations made certain recommendations, the Supreme Court of Ohic 
announced that after July 1, 1939, no application for registration will be 
received from applicants studying law under the tutorage of attorneys. 
The Court has adopted a rule which will require the candidate, after that 
date, to have a degree or a certificate from a law school approved by the 
American Bar Association or from an Ohio law school that meets the 
requirements for membership in the League of Ohio Law Schools. It is 
provided, however, that if the applicant is from a law school outside Ohio 
not on the list of law schools approved by the American Bar Association, 
he may be admitted to the bar examination on certificate of the Secretary 
of the League of Ohio Law Schools that such law school, from which the 
applicant applies, maintains standards equal to those maintained by the 
League. The cost of investigating such a school, if that is necessary, is 
to be estimated by the Secretary of the League and paid in advance by 
the applicant. 





A State Board in Arkansas 


As a result of the untiring efforts of Robert W. Griffith, Jr., Secretary 
of the Little Rock Board, and his colleagues, rules have been adopted in 
Arkansas which abolish the district examining boards and establish a 
Central Board of Bar Examiners consisting of seven members, one from 
each Congressional] District in the state. Hereafter bar examinations will 
be held only in Little Rock, under a uniform, standardized system. This 
action foretells improvement in the examination procedure, and the way 
is now clear for instituting higher educational] requirements. 
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
